Telescope on Washington Museum 
Will Throw Sunbeams on Screen 
On the dome of the proposed Mus- 

eum of Sciences, soon to be erected 

opposite the Lincoln Memorial. in 

Washington, will be mounted an ar- 

rangement of telescope ‘and mirror 

called a coelostat, whitch will throw 

a large image of the sun upon the 

white surface of a circular table 

in the middle of the rotunda below. 

A clockwork meghanism will keep 
the mirror always facing toward the 
sun, so that at all hours on a clear 
day it will throw a reflected sun- 
beam through the-telegcepe tube to 
project the picture of the solar orb 
upon the hofizontal “screen.” 

The picture will be in effect a 
movie, inasmuch as it will show the 
sun spots as they travel across the 
disk of the giant luminary. Which 
means that visitors at’'the new mus- 
eum will actually be able to see the 
sun revolving on its axis; for it is the 
rotation of the ‘light-givihg orb that 
causes the movement of the spots— 
just as would be the case with spots 
on an orange if you were to turn it 
yound'‘and round with your fingers.

|} Milk and dairy products generally are of iasuitinabts fool value to 
the human race, and their comparatively moderate cost make them 
accessible to practically every one,. Further than that, the products 
&{ the dairy add immensely to the health of the country, Itis a ques- 
tion if the peopte of Canada sufficiently appreciate either the econ- 
omic value of the dairy industry to the country at large, or the food | 
value of milk and its products to the.individual. In Britain the con- | 
sumption of cheese per capita greatly exceeds ours. Inf butter we do | 
better, but in milk our consumption individually has been shéwn to 
be one quarter. of a pint compared with half a pint per head in the 
United States. Since the advent of probibition, however the United 
States consumption ‘per capita has increased to three quarters of a 
pint,-and there is evidence to show that Canadians are also taking a 
great deal more to the lacteal fluid than formerly. 

The importance of milk in the diet of both young and old is con- 
stantly being emphasized by the medical profession. Malnutrition or 
undernourishment, it should be understood, is not always the result 
of insufficient food, but frequently of unwisely and improperly chosen 
foods. This is supported by the fact that investigation has shown 
that a large percentage ofinder nourished children are the off- -spring 
of well to d parents. The thoughful mother will see that her child- 
ren get ‘plenty of milk from which to build a strong framew york, 
developmental capacity, and good health. Future happbicss depends 
largely on these factors.
